‘History of The Letter 

Mrs. Fannie Wortman, of Marion, 
Ind., knows something of the letter. 
It was when Mrs. Wortman had the 
letter published that Mrs. Crutchfield 
is supposed to have come into posses- 
sion of it. Mrs, Wortman lived at 
Dalton, Ga., and moved from there 
to Marion, Ind. She said the letter 
was found at the foot of the cross on 
which Christ was crucified. It was 
under a stone on which was written 
these words: “Blessed is he who shall 
turn me over.’ No one knew what 
the inscription meant until a little 
child turned the stone over and dis- 
covered the letter written by Christ 
himself, The letter then came into 
the hands of a man who had been 
converted and who kept it as a sa- 
cred memento of the Saviour. He, 
however, refused to have it published 
according to the orders of Christ and 
as a consequence he never prospered. 
He kept the fact that he had the let- 
ter a secret, and on his death bed 
gave it to his oldest son. ‘Thus the 
letter was kept in that family for 
over a thousand years and was car- 
ried to this country by early settlers. 

It was kept a secret by this family 
while they lived in Virginia and bad 
luck continually followed them as it 
did their ancestors, until at the death 
of the only daughter, the letter was 
turned over to a Mrs. Townsend who, 
not wishing to disobey the orders of 
Christ, at once had it published in 
The Tribune, Rome, Ga., October 31, 
1901. Mrs. Wortman, then living in 
Marion, Ind., clipped the article and 
has had it in her possession for a 
number of years. She had never had 
it published and says she has had bad 
luck ever since she has been keeping 
it and she says she believes all her 
misfortunes have come from the fact 
that she had never given the letter 
out for publication.

tion work ever witnessed in the Uni 
ted States during a single year was 
handled during 1928, according to 
statistics just compiled by the Asso- 
ciated General Contractors of Amer- 
ica. The figures, representing con 
struction operations of all types, show 
an inerease of almost five per cent 
above the mark set in 1927. 

An estimated value of more than 
eight billion dollars is placed upon 
the 1928 construction. 

The year just closed was the sev- 
enth in succession to witness a rise in 
the volume of construction activities. 
Not since 1920 has an annual total 
shown a decline from the figures set 
during the preceding year. The 1928 
total virtually is double the 1914 fig’ 
ure. 

In addition to setting a new annual 
record, 1928 holds the distinction of 
having seen a new all-time high mark 
for a single month established in Sep- 
tember, 

Records for individual months were 
broken cight times during 1928, new 
marks being set in all months except 
January, February, April and May. 

The month-to-month trend — last 
year showed a marked departure from 
the accustomed lanes. Until May, op- 
erations lagged behind activities re- 
corded during the preceding year. A 
spurt was shown during June; but 
July and August— months which usu- 
ally produce high activity—showed a 
declining tendency. A phenomenal 
rise in September, inspired by large 
volumes of contracts previously 
awarded, served to bring the total 
for the elapsed portion of the year 
well above normal. Unusual activi- 
ties marked the coneluding months of 
the year, with operations defying cold 
weather with more zest than ever be- 
fore.—Industrial Index.

WASHINGTON, Jan. 19.— Presi- 
dent Coolidge today proclaimed an 
increase in the tariff on  unshelled 
peanuts from 8 cents to 4.25 cents 
per pound and on shelled peanuts 
from 4 to 6 cents per pound, changes 
to become effective Feb, 18. 

Mr. Coolidge acted under the au- 
thority given him by the flexible pro- 
visions of the tariff act and was as- 
sisted by the tariff commission, which 
made an investigation of production 
costs.in the United States and in Chi- 
na, the principal competing country.

CLUB BOY EXCEEDS 

TWO BALES PER ACRE 


Athens, Ala., Jan. 20.—By making 
more than two bales of cotton per 
acre as a 4-H club member, Thomas 
Bottoms, son of Mr. and Mrs. T. J. 
Bottoms of this county, has estab- 
lished an unusually high record in 
the production of cotton. The actt&al 
weight he gathered from one acre 
was 8,084 pounds of seed cotton that 
ginned 1,177 pounds of lint, or 177 
pounds more than two bales of 500 
pounds each. 

Young Bottoms did his work under 


the direction of County Agent Fred 


Stewart, who has been succeeded by 
J. T. Belue. His father is a progres- 
sive farmer and gave him all the as- 
sistance be could. 

He attributes much of his success 
to the kind and amount of fertilizer 
he used. His report showed that he 
mixed his fertilizer at home, apply- 
ing 400 pounds of superphosphate. 
200 pounds Chilean nitrate of soda, 
and 50 pounds of muriate of potash, 
this being the “Auburn” mixture for 
this county. All of his fertilizer with 
the exceptioh of three-fourths of the 
nitrate of soda was applied when he 
planted the seed. As recommended 
by his county agent three-fourths of 
his nitrate of soda was applied im- 
mediately after chopping. 

Thomas used the Bottoms prolific 
yariety of cotton which was origi- 
nated by his father who has prac- 
ticed systematic selection and devel- 
opment each year. 

The total value of his crop was 
$217.56. His cost of production was 
$52.24, or 4.48¢ per pound. This 
left him a net profit of $166.26 on 
his acre. The cost includes land 
rent, fertilizer, seed, labor, and other 
things necessary in making cotton.

HOME WORKERS DID 
BIG WORK IN 1928 
AUBURN, Ala., Jan. 21.—A total 
of 18,326 farm women and girls in 
41 counties in Alabama were en- 
gaged in 4-H club work under the 
direction of county home demonstra- 
tion agents in 1928, according to 
the annual report prepared by Miss 
Helen Johnston, Auburn, state leader 
of home demonstration extension 
work. Of this number 8,111 were 
women and 10,215 were girls. Miss 
Johnston said that thousands of oth- 
ers not enrolled in organized clubs 
benefited by the work. 


~ WMiss Johnston’s report contains a 


summary of the work for each of 
the major projects and also general 
statistics. It reveals that during the 
year the 41 county home demonstra- 
tion agents held 11,3852 meetings with 
an attendance of 257,229. They vis- 
ited 7,281 different homes 12,382 
times. 

These figures indicate general ac- 
tivities of the county home agents 
who spent two-thirds of their time 
out in the counties and one-third in 
their offices.
